Claim 2 (Original) A hair treatment composition as claimed in Claim 1 , wherein the A 
groups of the polymer are po!y(aminoalkyl methacrylate) blocks. 

Claim 3 (Original) A hair treatment composition as claimed in Claim 2, wherein the A 
groups of the polymer are poly(2-(dimethylamino)ethyi methacrylate) blocks. 
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Ciaim 4 (Previously Presented) A hair treatment composition as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein each A block of the polymer is connected to the B block by a divalent linker 
group. 

Claim 5 (Original) A hair treatment composition as claimed in Claim 4, wherein the 
divalent linker group is a carbonyialkylene group containing from 2 to 7 carbon atoms 
which forms an ester linkage to the B block. 

Claim 6 (Original) A hair treatment composition as claimed in Claim 4, wherein the 
divalent linker group is a group of formula -C(0)-C(CH 3 )2-. 

Claim 7 (Previously Presented) A hair treatment composition as claimed in ciaim 1 
wherein the polymer is soluble in a solvent selected from water, ethanol and mixtures 
thereof. 

Claim 8 (Previously Presented) A hair treatment composition as claimed in ciaim 1 , 
further comprising a fragrance or perfume.

Claim 10 (Currently Amended) A hair treatment composition Compositi on as claimed 
in claim 1 which comprises from 0.1 to 10% by weight of the polymer.

Claim 13 (Currently Amended) A hair treatment com position C omposition as claimed 
in claim 1 , further comprising up to 30% by weight of a propellant. 

Claim 14 (Currently Amended) ment com position Composition as claimed 

in claim 1 which is a hair styling cream or gel including from 0.01% to 10% by weight of 
a structurant or thickener. 

Claim 15 (Previously Presented) A cosmetic method of treating hair which 
comprises applying to the hair a hair treatment composition according to claim 1. 

Claim 16 (Cancelled) 

Claim 17 (New) A hair treatment composition according to claim 1 wherein the ABA 
block copolymer is soluble in water, ethanol, and mixtures thereof at a level of at 
least 5% by weight at 25°C. 

Claim 18 (New) A hair treatment composition according to claim 1 wherein the ABA 
block copolymer is soluble in water, ethanol, and mixtures thereof at a level of at 
least 10% by weight at 25°C. 

Claim 19 (New) A hair treatment composition according to claim 4 wherein the 
divalent linker group is selected from
